SAW PARADE 


It was the year 1946 again, but 
bigger and better, 

One of the finest Memorial Day 
parades ever held in Wilmington 
was viewed by an estimated 4,000 
spectators, on Monday morning, 

It was a crisp chilly day, with 
clear skies, but observors say 
that the reason for the partriotic 
attitude was more than just the 
weather, A War - half a world 
away - kept people home to watch 
the parade, rather than to go to 
the beaches, or to Maine, for the 
holiday. 

The Wonderful High School Band, 
on the go since last Wednesday, 
because of their week-end trip to 
Northampton, were fully uptotheir 


billing as a fine marching band. 

The Crusader Drum & Bugle 
Corp provided fine music for the 
other end of the march, 

Veterans organizations, the Wil- 
mington Grange, Rep, Fred Cain 
riding bareheaded in the sun, Sel- 
ectmen Bender and Niles marching 
all the way - and a fine appearing 
group of policewomen, all con- 
tributed to the success of the march 

One unexpected-feature was the 
appearance of a ‘Green Beret’, a 
soldier of the Special Corps, His 
name was Redding, and he was ob- 
served everywhere, as a spectator,

Nazi Visitors 


While the Memorial Day exer- 
cises were being held in Wildwood 
Cemetery, Monday, a different type 
of gathering was being held at the 
Route 93 (northbound) parking area 
which is just south of Park Street, 

George Lincoln Rockwell, leader 
of the American Nazi Party, used 
the area for a rendez-vous, He and 
14 other American Nazis met there 
while on their’ way to Portland 
Maine, for their own Memorial 
Day exercises, Rockwell gave out 
black, red and white armbands to 
the others, while they were resting 
All were oh motorcycles, and ac- 
cording to the Wilmington police, 
who were watching them closely, 
one of the group was one of the 
men who were accused ofthe mur- 
der of Violet Rizzio, in Selma, 
Alabama, some months ago, 

Wilmington police kept Chief 
Lynch informed of the actions of 
the Nazis, while they were in Wil- 
mington, and other police were able 
to listen, as well, via their radios, 
When word came that Rockwell and 
his men were leaving, Wilmington 
Police, listening on radios, let out 
with an audible cheer, which was 
to be heard on all car radios, and 
then one of them said ‘I hope that 
they (the Nazis) heard that, tool’ 

Rockwell and his Nazis went to 
Portland Maine, where he threw a 
flowered wreath into the ocean to 
honor ‘white Christians’ who gave 
their lives in World War IL 

The Boston Globe, which report- 
ed the incident, said that Rockwell 
and friends then ‘returned to Tewks 
bury’

Walker School to go? 


‘The Walker School, over 50 
years old, may possibly be ‘phased 
out? in 1967, to make way for a 
new Public Library. 

The Wilmington Board of Select- 
men and the Wilmington School 
Committee, meeting together Tues 
day evening, made a tentative a- 
greement that this was the thing 
to do, 

‘The joint meeting began short- 
ly after 9 pm, with a survey of 

. School needs for the next five 
years by Supt. of Schools Harold 
Shea, 


Shea told the group that there 
were several alternatives, that a 
School should be built at the cor- 
ner of Shawsheen Avenue and Hop- 
kins Street for 1968, and that se~

veral other schools should have 
four room additions, for the same 
year. It would be impossible, he 
said, to build and be ready for the 
School year 1967, 

Shea talked of adding four rooms 
to the Woburn Street School, and 
of adding four rooms to the Wild- 
wood School. 

Talk about the abandonment of 
old school buildings centered on 
the Walker, Whitefield and Center 
Schools, which, Arthur Lynch sald, 
depended on the amount of funds 
available, 

Also mentioned as a possibility 
for abandonment was the Mildred 
Rogers School, but this only brief- 
ly. Shea told the Selectmen that 
the schools in the central area of 
Wilmington seemed to act as a

catch-all, to take care oftheover- 
flow from other areas, 

The Swain School, Shea said, 
had classes ranging from first gra- 
ders to sixth graders, as the nec- 
essity arose, 

One of the things that the School 
Board and Permanent Building 
Committee would have to remem- 
ber, at this time, Shea said, was 
the ruling by the State that there 
must be additional recreational 
areas, inside, in schools. This 
meant that, if four rooms were to 
be added to a school, a fifth would 
have to be added for recreational 
purposes, 

When asked for an estimate of 
the size of the proposed recreat- 
fonal aréas, Shea said 1200 feet, 
(School room averages, in Wil- 
mington are 800 to 900 feet). 

Selectman Bender asked if it 
would be possible to use the plans 
which the town has, for schools, 
as a means of saving architectural 
fees. He was told that this was 
Possible, in that the town owned 
the plans for the schools built, in- 
cluding the Woburn Street and West 
Intermediate Schools, 

Arnold Lanni, ofthe School Com- 
mittee, who works with the State 
Department of Education, then said 
that the schools of Wilmington were 
out of date, in modern standards, 

This caused a few eyebrows to 
raise, Selectman Paul Niles half 
commented, half asked if this was 
because the thinking in construc- 
tion and scholarship needs was 
‘dynamic’ and Lann! agreed that 
this was the case, 

The traditional schools of Wil- 
mington do not have enough flexi 
bility, Lanni said, 
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Dick Keane and Harold Shea, talk 
ing of size of school rooms, indica- 
ted that a school should be from 16 


to have more than one principal in 
the school. . 

Shea reported that he would have 
no problem of classrooms in 1967 
because of the new West School, 
but that he was anticipating pro- 
blems thereafter. Commenting on 
@ Question that had been asked him 
from Boston, as to whether or not 
Wilmington could accomodate chil- 
dren from there, Shea said that he 
had replied that Wilmington has all 
that it can do to take care of its 
own children, 

Selectman Bender commented on 
@ plan which had been dug up by 
A Daniel Gillis, of the Planning 
Board, which showed how more 
rooms could be added to the Swain 
School, (built in 1914), and George 
Robertie reminded the group that 
the Swain School is over 50 years 
old, 

Lanni asked if Bender had had 
in mind combining a school with a 
library, and was assured that this 
was not the case, 

Speaking of the Willis Plan, for 
kindergartens in the communities 
of the Commonwealth, Arthur V 
Lynch thought that. t was wrong 
for the State Boardof Education 
to be setting up educational polli- 
cles for the towns and cities, 

Lanni was of the opinion that 
ther would be no immediate ac- 
tion on this score, as the state was 
now concentrating on library and 
gymnasium facilities inthe schools 
of the commonwealth,

first Bill 


The first bill filed by Represent- 
ative Fred Cain, of Wilmington, 
after he was elected last year, is 
now law, and money has been voted 
in the State Budget to implement 
that law. The money was voted 
last Wednesday, as part ofa Mara- 
thon Session of the Legislature that 
lasted until 1:30 am Thursday (a 
week ago). 

The bill was to provide the motor 
ists of Massachusetts with license 
plates for their cars which would 
reflect light from on-coming head= 
lights of other cars, At the same 
time Rep. Cain asked for plates to 
be issued on a five year basis, in- 
Stead of the current plan of two 
years, 

Like all other bills filed in the 
State House, this bill had to go to 
committee - several of them, 

There was a total of a year of 
study, before the bill was ‘reported 
out’, But the report was favorable, 

One reason why the bill was given 
a favorable report was the recom- 
mendation of Registrar of Motor 
Vehicles Richard McLaughlin. 

General McLaughlin told the com 
mittee that if Massachusetts autos 
were equipped with Reflectorized 
Plates there could be upto 60lives 
Saved, each year, 

‘This number, he said, was de- 
rived from statistics of night time 
accidents, in which the driver did 
not know that the carhe struck was 
parked by the roadside - no park- 
ing lights, no reflective materials, 

But there was another item which 
was not so favorable, 

A few years ago Massachusetts 
cars were equipped with license 
Plates that wore out in about six 
months, Who could guarantee that 
five year plates could last five 
years - especially if they were 
‘reflectorized’? 

The estimated cost of $2, for 
the plates, was uppped, as a re- 
sult of this question, 

15% was added, for insurance 
which would guarantee that the 
proposed plates would last the full 
five years, 

By the time the bill was finally 
‘reported out’, a year had-passed, 
and the bill had risen to$3 million, 

The proposed law was voted in 
this year’s session, Passage was 
not difficult - a legislator will 
always vote for a safety measure, 
Governor Volpe signed the Dill, 
and it was law - but without any 
money to provide the plates, 


The tough part of the fight was. 


now starting - to have $3 millions 
appropriated in the budget for Re- 
flectorized License Plates, 

The House Ways and Means Com 
mittee, which considers every item 
in the proposed budget, was not 
impressed - at least it was not 
impressed for $3 millions, They 
cut the’money out; 

But an amendment was made, 
from the floor ofthe House, andthe 
money was again include” in the 
budget. 

After that it was upto Cain to get 
the money voted, and kept in the
